I  have  ploasurc  in  presenting  to  you  the  annual  report 
for  the  year  1960. 

It  can  be  seen  from  the  statistics  provided  that  the 
health  of  the  population  of  Sleaford  has  continued  to  be  satis¬ 
factory,  there  being  a  total  of  only  nineteen  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  during  the  yoar.  No  new  case  of  tuberculosis 
was  notified  during  1960  and  only  one  death  was  caused  by  this 
disease.  It  has  been  stated  that  the  general  health  of  a  community 
can  bo  judged  by  the  tuberculosis  notification  and  death  rates  and 
I  feel  that  Sleaford  has  every  reason  to  bo  satisfied  in  this 
respjct.  The  comparatively  large  amount  of  new  housing  provided 
by  the  local  authority  must  also  have  contributed  in  quite  a 
large  measure  to  the  elimination  of  tuberculosis. 

The  statistics  for  births  and  deaths  approximate  fairly 
closely  to^ those  of  the  national  average.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  is  slightly  below  that  of  the  previous  year.  However  it 
can  be  seen  that  a  large  increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate 
could  be  brought  about  by  an  increase  of  only  one  or  two  infant 
deaths.  It  can  be  assumed  and  indeed  can  be  proved  by 
mathmatical  experts  that  such  variations  are  likely  to  be  due  to 
chance  alone  and  are  not  of  great  statistical  significance. 

The  poliomyelitis  vaccination  programme  continued  during 
the  year  and  on  the  whole  the  response  has  been  good.  The  scheme 
was  extended  to  include  persons  of  up  to  40  years  of  age  during 
the  year  but  the  response  amongst  this  older  age  group  was  poor. 

There  is  also  room  for  a  marked  improvement  in  the  number 
of  children  being  immunised  against  diphtheria. 

In  spite  of  local  demand  for  a  general  hospital  I  think 
it  is  unlikely  that  one  will  over  be  built  at  Sleaford  in  the 
foreseeable  future.  It  is  felt  that  the  huge  costs  of  building 
a  hospital,  fitting  it  vmth  expensive  technical  equipment  and 
staffing  it  with  doctors  and  nurses  far  outweigh  the  local  need, 
taking  into  account  the  excellent  hospitals  at  Lincoln,  Grantham 
and  Boston  and  the  fact  that  modern  radio  equipped  ambulances 
can  cover  these  distances  in  very  short  times. 

Although  an  annual  report  is  useful  in  taking  stock  of 
the  work  performed  by  a  Health  Department  during  a  year,  it  is 
not  the  figures  and  statistics  themselves  which  count,  but  the 
quality  of  the  work  and  effort  of  a  great  many  different  persons 
cons  tantly  ^  going  on  quietly  from  day  to  day.  1/Vhat  may  appear  as 
a  simple  visit  or  inspection  on  a  report  may  in  fact  have 
entailed  many  hours  of  explanation  or  persuasion. 

In  presenting  this  report  I  would  point  out  that  I  was 
not  actually  present  on  the  scene  for  the  year  which  it  covers 
and  therefore  events  and  incidents  are  not  highlighted  in  ones 
mind  as  personal  experience. 

conclusion  I  v^ould  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the_ Chairman,  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  other  officers  for 
their  help  and  co-operation.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


The  Kesteven  County  Council  through  the  Public  Health 
Department  operates  the  health  services  under  Part  II  of  the 
National  Health  Services  Act,  1946.  Services  provided  include 
ante  and  post-natal  care  together  with  a  midwife  service,  health 
visiting  and  home  nursing,  a  domestic  health  service  and  the 
ambulance  service.  The  Kesteven  County  Council  operates  a  clinic 
at  Riversdale  House,  7/estgate,  which  provides  for  the  majority  of 
the  local  facilities. 

Hospital  Services. 

General  hospitals  are  now  provided  at  Lincoln,  Grantham 
and  Boston  with  facilities  for  maternity  needs  at  Sleaford, 
Lincoln  and  Grantham. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Use  is  made  by  the  department  and  local  practitioners  of 
the  services  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Lincoln. 
Water  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst,  lir.  W.  Taylor,  16, 
Hamilton  Road,  Sherwood,  Nottingham,  when  both  bacteriological 
and  chemical  examinations  are  required.

rir.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  thirteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Environmental  Health  Services  of  the  Urban 
District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1960. 

Unfit  housing  once  again  was  the  major  public  health 
function  of  the  Department.  A  small  number  of  new  orders 
were  made  and  orders  made  in  the  previous  year  came  into 
effect,  the  work  of  rehousing  tenants  from  the  affected 
houses  being  completed  during  the  year.  Since  it  appeared 
that  there  would  be  no  likelihood  of  a  succession  of  houses 
for  rehousing  the  occupants  of  cleared  houses  there  has  been 
inevitably  a  period  of  standstill  in  the  work  of  slum 
clearance.  A  number  of  factors  have  given  rise  to  this 
situation.  It  does,  however,  seem  regretable  that  continuity 
of  the  slum  clearance  programme  cannot  be  maintained. 

I  have  in  past  years  drawn  attention  to  the  small 
number  of  privately  erected  houses  within  the  Urban  District 
and  I  must  again  pinpoint  this  disturbing  feature  of  the 
pattern  of  housing  in  Sleaford.  The  lack  of  freely  avail¬ 
able  houses  is  emphasized  by  the  number  of  applications  on 
the  Council’s  list  of  housing  applicants  who  would  quite 
clearly  purchase  private  houses  if  these  were  readily  avail¬ 
able.  A  feature  of  the  housing  list  is  the  number  of 
adequately  housed  families  living  outside  the  Urban  District 
whose  work  and  education  brings  them  daily  to  Sleaford. 
Consideration  must  be  given,  I  feel,  to  satisfy  the  needs  of 
these  families.  A  further  disturbing  feature  of  the  pattern 
of  housing  is  that  people. who,  unable  to  satisfy  their  needs 
within  the  Urban  District  are  finding  accommodation  else¬ 
where,  in  many  instances,  at  considerable  distances  from 
their  place  of  work. 

I  would  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued 
support  and  my  fellow  Officers  in  particular  those  of  my 
own  department  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

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HOUSING 


COUNCIL  HOUSING 


The  last  house  on  the  Boston  Hoad  Estate  became  avail¬ 
able  for  letting  during  September  of  this  year.  The  fact  that 
rents  of  these  houses  were  higher  than  the  general  pattern  of 
those  of  previous  Council  houses  did  give  rise  to  the  need  for 
a  certain  amount  of  shuffling  existing  Council  house  tenants 
to  make  available  houses  at  lower  rents,  particularly  for 
people  who  were  displaced  from  unfit  houses.  Some  fearswere 
expressed  that  there  would  be  difficulty  in  letting  the  Boston 
Road  Estate  houses  at  the  apparent  high  rents,  but  in  fact,  no 
difficulty  was  experienced.  One  can  imagine,  however,  that  any 
appreciable  increase  in  the  rents  of  newly  erected  houses  could 
present  some  difficulty  in  that  those  most  in  need  could  be 
prejudiced  by  their  inability  to  pay  the  rents  of  the  houses 
available.  68  houses  on  Boston  Road  became  available  for 
letting  during  the  year  together  v^ith  24  other  casual  vacancies 
on  existing  estates.  As  a  result  57  families  from  unfit  houses 
were  rehouse.d  and  35  from  the  general  list  were  dealt  with. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  improvement  of  the 
Manor  Place  Estate  kitchens,  I  am  pleased  to  record  that  the 
Council  approved  the  continuance  of  an  improvement  programme. 

It  was  decided  to  carry  out  complete  modernisation  of  kitchens 
and  bathrooms  of  the  three  bedroomed  houses  on  the  Newfield 
Road  Estate.  The  v;ork  proposed  provided  for  a  hot  water  system, 
provision  of  a  lavatory  basin  with  the  abolition  of  the 
obsolete  brick  coppers  previously  the  source  of  hot  water, 
plastering  the  kitchens  and  bathrooms  and  generally  bringing 
the  houses  up  to  as  near  the  present  day  standards  as  was 
practicable.  Part  of  this  work  was  eligible  for  standard 
grant  and  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  v;as  received  during  the 
year.  Y/ork  on  the  houses  commenced  in  September  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  5  houses  had  been  improved.  It  was  hoped  in 
a  full  year  to  achieve  18  improved  houses.  This  is  work  which 
when  carried  out  is  appreciated  by  the  tenants,  gives  them 
very  good  value  for  the  comparatively  small  increase  in  rent 
and  goes  a  long  way  towards  making  the  older  Council  estates 
more  desirable. 

General  maintenance  of  the  Council  houses  continued 
to  be  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  the  system  continues 
to  work  extremely  v>;ell.  The  flexibility  of  Council  controlled 
labour  undoubtedly  has  great  advantages.  I  feel  confident 
that  the  use  of  direct  labour  has  made  it  possible  to  carry 
out  the  maximum  maintenance  at  the  minimum  cost.  Unfortunately 
housing  maintenance  costs  continued  to  rise  both  as  a  result 
of  wage  increases  and  material  costs  and  it  has  been 
continually  difficult  to  satisfy  tenants  expectations  within 
the  budget  provided  for  by  Housing  Repairs  Fund  Contributions. 
Nevertheless  within  the  limits  of  the  money  available  I  feel 
that  the  Council  should  be  satisfied  with  the  ctandard  of 
maintenance  which  is  being  acheived. 

UNFIT  HOUSING 

Sufficient  new  clearance  and  demolition  orders  were 
made  during  the  year  to  cover  the  allocation  of  new  houses 
on  the  Boston  Road  Estate  which  the  Council  had  provided  for. 

It  is  regrettable  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  on  the 
succession  of  orders  necessary  to  produce  a  flow  of  tenants 
for  newly  provided  houses  since  by  the  end  of  1960  no  very 
far  advanced  proposals  were  in  hand  for  continuing  new 
building.  The  Council  did,  .however,  envisage  a  continuation 
of  the  Boston  Road  Estate  and  the  initial  steps  were  taken  no 
put  this  into  effect. 
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By  the  end  of  December  the  following  action  under  the 

Housing  Act  had  been  taken: - 

(a)  Sleaford  Urban  District  (Carre  Street  No.  1)  Clearance 
Order,  1959 

This  Order  involving  3  houses  was  made  by  the  Council 
on  the  4th  November,  1959  and  was  confirmed  by  the 
J^inistor  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  11th 
January,  196C. 

{ b)  Sleaford  Urban  District  (Gladstone's  Yard)  Clearance 

Order.  1959 

This  Order  involving  9  houses  was  made  by  the  Council 
on  the  10th  August,  1959  and  was  confirmed  by  the 
Ilinister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  4th 
February,  1960. 

(c)  Sleaford  Urban  District  (Westgate  No.  3)  Clearance  Order, 

1959; 

This  Order  involving  5  houses  was  made  by  the  Council 
on  the  2nd  December,  1959  and  confirmed  by  the  Ilinister 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  25th  February, 

1960. 

(d )  Sleaford  Urban  District  (Northgate)  Compulsory  Purchase 

Order,  1960. 

This  Order  was  made  on  the  6th  January,  1960  and  was 
confirmed  by  the  Mnister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
on  the  25th  April,  1960.  Subsequent  to  the  making  of 
this  Order  and  its  submission  to  the  IHnistry  on  notice 
of  motion  by  several  members  of  the  Council  the  question 
of  the  making  of  the  order  was  re-opened.  Consideration 
was  given  to  the  exclusion  of  numbers  8  and  9,  Church 
Lsne  from  the  Order  on  the  ground  of  hardship  which  was 
likely  to  be  caused  to  the  aged  occupants  of  the  houses. 

A  resolution  of  the  Council  that  these  two  houses  be 
excluded  from  the  order  already  submitted  v;as  made  and 
in  confirming  the  order  the  Minister  excluded  both 
houses . 

I  feel  that  this  action  by  the  Council  cannot  pass 
without  comment.  Clearly  in  making  the  order  originally 
the  Council  were  presumably  satisfied  that  all  the  houses 
in  the  area  were  unfit  and  therefore  took  the  action 
imposed  upon  them  by  the  Housing  Act.  The  passing  of  the 
later  resolution  one  month  only  after  making  such  an 
order  supports  an  implication  that  the  houses  in  question 
were  in  fact,  fit  since  logically  the  houses  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  on  grounds  of  fitness  only.  Subsequent  events 
proved  the  doubtful  wisdom  of  the  Council’s  resolution 
since  before  the  order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  the 
surviving  tenant  was  already  making  requests  that  she  be 
rehoused  at  the  same  time  as  tenants  affected  by  the  order. 
No  one  appreciates  better  than  your  Officers  the  personal 
feelings  of  tenants  who  have  for  a  life  time  lived  in  a 
house,  now  worn  out,  when  the  question  of  clearance  arises. 
The  re-action  of  elderly  people,  in  some  cases  rehoused 
under  pressure  from  unfit  houses  now  in  the  Council’s 
bungalows  is  sufficient  evidence  to  shovj  that  occasions 
do  arise  when  decisions  of  the  Council  must  be  forced 
upon  tenants  in  their  own  interests.  Surely  under  no 
circumstances  should  anyone  be  permitted  to  live  in  an 
unfit  house  for  longer  than  is  essential. 
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( e )  Sleaford  Urban  District  (Martin’s  Court)  Clearance 

Order.  I960. 

This  Order  was  made  by  the  Council  on  the  6th 
April,  1960,  and  involved  eight  houses. 

An  objection  was  lodged  by  the  owner  of  number 
lO/ll  on  the  grounds  that  the  house  was  not  unfit. 

A  Hearing  was  held  by  the  Inspector  of  the 
llinistry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the 
27th  July,  1960. 

The  owner  submitted  proposals  for  extensive 
improvement  and  repair  works.  These  were,  however 
not  acceptable  to  the  Council  and  this  point  was 
made  at  the  Hearing. 

The  Order  was  subsequently  confirmed  without 
modification  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  on  the  13th  September,  1960.

The  owner 
subsequently  gave  an  undertaking  not  to  re-let  until 
such  time  as  the  house  was  put  into  a  satisfactory 
state  of  repair  and  submitted  certain  proposals  which 
were,  however  not  acceptable  to  the  Council.  After 
discussions  with  the  owner’s  representatives  a  scheme 
satisfactory  to  the  Council  was  accepted,  the  works 
to  be  completed  within  six  months. 


(k )  2,  3,  4,  5,  Reform  Place 

The  owners  of  these  houses  previously  gave  under¬ 
takings  to  make  two  houses  into  one.  The  work  of 
re-construction  and  re-conditioning  was  carried  out 
during  the  year. 


IliPROVEI^T  GRANTS 


During  the  year  16  applications  were  made  for 
Discretionary  grants,  all  of  which  v;ere  approved.  Most  of 
the  work  in  connection  with  these  applications  had  not 
been  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  payments  had  been 
made  in  respect  of  8  only  by  the  31st  December,  1960. 

7  Standard  grants  were  applied  for  and  approved  and 
payment  had  been  made  in  respect  of  4  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

These  figures  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications,  several  of  which  were  in  respect  of  tenanted 
property.  They  were  however  all  from  one  Estate  and  it  seems 
regrettable  that  the  majority  of  applications  do,  in  fact, 
come  from  owner  occupiers.  One  would  like  to  see  more 
tenanted  houses  being  improved.

Public  Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection. 


The  Council  maintained  two  slaughterhouses  as  public 
slaughterhouses.  I  am  pleased  to  record  that  once  again  100 
per  cent  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  a  large  proportion  of  the  inspection  needed  to  be  carried 
out  after  office  hours.  One  feels  that  with  some  re-organi- 
sation  in  the  pattern  of  butchers’  purchasing  there  would,  in 
fact,  be  little  need  for  late  night  slaughtering. 


The  throughput  remained  much  about  the  same  as  last 
year,  there  being  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  sheep  and  lambs 
but  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pigs.  The  percentage  of 
cattle  affected  by  Tuberculosis  was.  again  largely  reduced  and 
for  the  first  time  in  cattle  the  figure  dropped  below  one  per 
cent.  This  figure  compared  with  20.13  per  cent  in  1949  shows 
the  value  of  the  vjork  carried  out  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  this  field.  There  was  a 
small  increase  in  the  cattle  affected  by  cysticercosis  but  in 
every  case  the  cysts  found  vjere  in  a  degenerated  condition  and 
it  Yms  considered  unnecessary  to  submit  any  carcase  for 
refrigeration. 

I  reported  in  the  1959  /ninual  Report  on  the  conditions 
that  existed  in  the  two  slaughterhouses  and  to  the  extent  by 
which  they  fell  short  of  the  requirements  of  the  regulations. 
The  Council  initially  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  best  method 
of  dealing  with  the  situation  was  the  erection  of  a  new 
slaughterhouse  and  clearly  if  this  be  a  practicable  and 
economic  proposition,  this  should  be  the  method  of  dealing 
with  the  problem.  Unfortunately  during  the  year  there  appeared 
to  be  every  indication  that  the  throughput  of  the  slaughter¬ 
house  would  tend  to  decrease  rather  than  increase  during  the 
next  fevj  years.  It  seemed  apparent  that  no  guarantee  could 
be  given  by  the  butchering  trade  as  to  its  future  needs  and 
the  pattern  of  trade  beyond  10  to  15  years  seemed  difficult 
to  visualise.  Economically  it  began  to  appear  that  the 
provision  of  a  new  slaughterhouse  at  an  estimated  cost  of  some 
£10,000  was  a  doubtful  proposition.  The  situation  was  not 
resolved  at  the  end  of  the  year  but  the  indications  v;ere  that 
some  scheme  which  involved  modernisation  of  the  existing 
slaughterhouse  would  have  to  be  found  acceptable.

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  were  no  extensions  to  the  main  supplies  during 
the  year. 

Agreement  between  the  constituent  members  of  the 
Kesteven  '//a ter  Board  was  reached  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
with  regard  to  the  Draft  V/ater  Board  Order. 

The  supply  has  continued  to  be  adequate  and  of  good 
quality.  Sample  analyses  have  been  satisfactory. 

DR/ilK.rTE  AND  SK/ERAGE 

No  additions  to  the  sewerage  system  or  to  the  disposal 
works  have  been  constructed  during  the  year.  Some  initial 
trouble  was  experienced  with  the  new  detritus  channels  in  the 
balancing  tank  but  this  difficulty  has  now  been  overcome. 

The  Council  considered  several  unsatisfactory  features  of  the 
town  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  and  in  particular  instructed 
their  consultants  to  submit  a  report  on  flood  relief  coupled 
with  the  satisfactory  discharge  of  storm  overflows.  The 
consultants  were  further  instructed  to  report  on  and  prepare 
a  scheme  for  a  new  Quarrington  sev^erage  system. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  refuse  disposal 
services  which  are  controlled  by  the  Surveyor.  Generally 
throughout  laost  of  the  district  a  weekly  collection  has  been 
satisfactorily  maintained  from  premises  vjithin  the  Urban 
District .

_  _  A  further  licenced  residential  site  has  been  provided 
adjoining  Carlight  Trailer’s  factory  premises  in  Church  Lane. 

The  standard  of  amenity  which  it  was  possible  to  persuade  the 
licensee  to  provide  makes  this  an  excellent  site  with  standards 
above  average.  Facilities  were  provided  for  twenty-four  vans. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960 
c^me  into  force  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  this  required 
licensees  of  existing  sites  to  apply  for  new  licences  and  new 
planning  permissions  within  two  months  of  the  passing  of  the 
Act.  The  opportunity  was  taken  in  considering  the  new  licence 
for  the  Claremont  Caravan  Site  to  persuade  the  owner  to  increase 
the  standards.  At  the  sane  time  a  proposal  to  increase  the 
number  of  vans  on  the  sits  was  considered,  a  supplementary 
application  for  an  increased  site  area  having  been  approved  in 
principle.  The  area  at  this  site  which  is  set  aside  for  casual 
users  has  be3n  used  continuously  throughout  the  summer  and  as  a 
result  there  has  been  little  evidence  of  use  of  unauthorised 
sites  in  the  district. 
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RODENT  CON'TROL 


The  Council  has  continued  to  employ  the  Rodent 
Operator  whose  services  are  available  full  time  as  necessary. 
Since  this  work  does  tend  to  be  seasonal  he  is  engaged  on 
other  work  in  the  Department.  Nevertheless  his  first  function 
is  that  of  Rodent  Control  and  this  takes  priority  over  all 
other  work.  The  Department  is  able  to  give  attention  usually 
on  the  day  of  complaint,  certainly  not  normally  in  excess  of 
twenty-four  hours,  I  think  that  the  continuance  of  this 
policy  has  paid  dividends.  There  appears  to  be  a  record  of 
an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  rats  in  Lincolnshire  but  there 
seems  little  to  support  any  suggestion  that  there  has  been  an 
increase  within  the  limits  of  the  Urban  District. 


The  Rodent  Operator  carries  out  an  efficient  job 
and  he  is  very  well  known  to  the  general  public  with  whom 
he  is  in  daily  contact.  The  advantage  of  thi's  is  that  many 
complaints' are  readily  made  to  him  personally,  avoiding  the 
necessity  for  contacting  the  office.  No  major  infestations 
v^ere  found  during  the  year. 


The  usual  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  also  carried 
out,  the  main  areas  of  infestation  as  usual  being  in  the 
V/estgate  area.
